The Supreme Court decision has opened vast new areas of service to the SCEF, 

For the purpose of considering how the Fund could meet this challenge most effectively, 
the board of directors of the Fund met in Atlanta on June 12. 


Reports of the officers revealed that the Fund is now in the strongest position 
in its history, as indicated by; 

1. In the past six weeks 38 persons have joined the board, giving us 
a strong group of 63, representing all Southern and border 
states. Seventeen additional persons have joined our Advisory Com¬ 
mittees. (See reverse side of this letter) 

2. In the first 5 months of this year, the number of contributions 
to the Fund increased 50% over the same period last year, while 
the total amount of the gifts more than doubled. 

On June 10th the open letter to Senator Danger protesting the New Orleans 
hearing, signed by more than 600 friends of the SCEF, went forward by air mail to 
every member of the United States Senate. The signatures reproduced in facsimile, 
covered 16 legal-size pages. 

A copy of the Policy Statement adopted by the board is enclosed, and your 
comment will be welcomed. At the top of the list of projects approved by the board 
to implement this policy is a Southwide Conference next Fall open to everyone in¬ 
terested in securing compliance with the Supreme Court decision. 

As our board enters upon this new era of usefulness created by the Court 
decision, we should like to know we have the moral support of yourself and others 
who are concerned with implementating that decision. You can indicate such 
support by reading carefully the Policy Statement and indicating your reaction on 
the enclosed blank. 


If you have not yet made a contribution to the Fund this year, we hope that 
you will do so. The opportunities for bold action in these challenging days are 
limited only by our financial resources. We look forward to hearing from you.

, Thank you very much for the communications which you have 
sent to me from time to time and I apologize for not having written 
to you sooner concerning this matter which has been on my mind for 
some time. Here at University Church we are becoming increasingly 
interested in the things that you have mentioned and I hope that you 
will consider me as a supporter of your spiritual exploration project. 
The fact of the matter is we are doing something that I think is a 
little unique in the church in that we have set up what is known in 
the church here as a "Commission on Social Concern* 1 . This Commission 
is charged with bringing to bear a Christian witness on six major 
areas of our society- war and peace, civil liberties, public morals, 
economic life, race relations, temperanoe.

Dear Friend: 

Vie were quite glad when Dr. Ray W. Ragsdale sent in part of a manuscript 
from you on "The Will of God," and later when he brought in the full manuscript. 

In the 1920*s when I was a student and was attending Y.M.C.A. Conferences 
and Student Volunteer Conventions, I was a great admirer of you. Dr. Sherwood 
Eddy, Dr. John R. Mott, Dr. Wilder, and others. 

It is a delight to know that you want Tidings to print the book for you. 

I think that the book will have a much larger sale if we name it, "How to 
Find the Will of God" — and then under the larger title put "and Get Power to. do 
it." From our experience, we have found that "How" books are very popular. This 
will be a book that we vail advertise more in our brochures and magazines rather 
than sell from book stands — and thus it is the title, plus the name of the author, 
that sells a book. 


The book is one which is really a"How" booklet rather than one which is 
interpretative of what the will of God is — although in a few instances it is 
almost impossible for an author to slip in some interpretative things -of which he 
is so definitely certain°'££ r 'the will of God — like race relationships, the way of 
peace, etc., among nations. 

We have found the manuscript very ably written, and it needs practically no 
editing. We are wondering if the book would not accomplish more good in certain • 
sections of the country, if we did not make the definite suggestions to visit in 
Negro homes, etc. We believe that the book otherwise would cause them to want to 
do so, but it might be wise not to actually put the statement in the book. I my¬ 
self came from the deep South. I perfectly agree with you, but I am wondering 
about the wisdom. 


We have copied the manuscript and have sent it to our Editorial Committee 
which is composed of members of our Board of Evangelism throughout the country. 

We are not waiting, however, to hear from them before giving it to the printer. 

Any comments that they might have to make — and usually they are practically none — 
can be attended to idien the manuscript is in proof form. We realize that you want 
the book delivered as soon as possible, because of your movement on the Pacific 
Coasto We will try to oblige. 

We have found it necessary to raise the price of all of our Tidings books 
from single copies for 350 to quantity copies for 350. Most of our books are 
ordered in quantities. It is quantity distribution only that justifies our low- 
price books at all. We are listing single copies at 500 each — although we

expect churches really to sell to the people at 35$ each, should they desire. 

We allow quantity prices for 12 or more. 

This would make the price of the book — which it seems will be 80 pages — 
50$ for single copies, and 35$ each for 12 or more copies. 

It is with pleasure that I hand you a check of appreciation for $150.00 
herewith. I am hoping that the circulation of the book will ’justify me sending 
you an additional check of $50.00 in two or three months. It is necessary for 
us to make all of our literature pay for itself. 

I am sending a carbon copy of this letter to our mutual good friend, Ray 
W. Ragsdale. 

I trust that all of this is satisfactory with you, and I pray God f s rich 
blessings upon you and your efforts for His |(imgdon.

Dear Fellow D.P.F'er: 

Greetings and all good wishes. The enclosed copy of the 
last minutes of the executive committee will give you 
some idea of what is happening in the Fellowship at this 
time. 

What individual members and groups are doing in their own 
churches and church groups we haven't the space to relate 
but we do have reports from a number of our folks indica¬ 
ting that they are making their "witness" known.
